‘havo been able also, with the aid of the 
late Mr Whampoa, Mr Teang Swee, ani 
others, to collect a sum of $15,000 among 
tho wealthicr mombers of the Chinese com- 
munity towards defraying the cont of the 
up-keep of thts Institution, This amount 
was handed over to the Managing Commit- 
tee, through the Colonial Seorstary, and 
has been invested. - 

My object was to uso endeavours to make 
this insitution'aa nearly self supporting as 
possible, and, considering that ie inmates 
are, almoat wholly, deatitutes from Obins, 
it is to.be trusted“that the Chinese gentle- 
men of the Colony,.

‘IN BANKRUPTCY, 
* (Before the Full Court.) 
Thursday, August 10. 


THE ORJENTAL BANK AND OLYPHANT 
AND 60.’ ESTATE. 


A motion came on to-dsy in Bank- 
ruptoy, in the matter of a petition purport- 
ing to be of Olyphant and.0o,, and of the 
petitions of Tobias Pim. and -Allston 
O'Driscoll Gourdin ; and in Ortginal Juris: 
diction in the suit Oriental Bank 0, Tobias 
Pim sued for and on bebalf of the firm of 
Olyphant & Co. The notice of motion was 
‘a3 follows j— 


 Pako notice that this honourable Couit, 


We were able to 


fo bankruptcz, to annul what’ had been 
done with regard to the firny of Olyphaot 
& Co., he would riot have mach to say to 
it. He believed the proceedings in that 
bankruptcy conld not atand ; but when the 
motion came to annul the proceedings in 
Me Pim’s bankruptey the position was 

reatly altered, and he would have « good 
Seal toasy on the matter. Had the motion 
simply run to attach the money in the suit 
No, 15 he would bave very little to say in 
the matter, But he could not see that the 
cases could all be mixed up ‘togethor like 
this, In the one case ouly Mr Pim had a 
direct interest ; in the suit No. 16 he was 
waed only for Ulyphant and Oo. 

Tho Ohief Juatics quoted a case, and 
asked whether they were not dealing with 
the converse of it here; was not the,onus 
on Mr Pin to prove adjudication ? 

Mr Hayllar thought that was not the 
case. When the application was filed the 
Court immediately had jarisdiction over 
all the property of the bankrupt. The 
Court had accepted that money asa trust 
for behoof of the oveditora; that was the 
position of affairs so far as Mr Pim was 
concerned. In tho origins! suit matters 
were different, as Mr Pim was sued for 
Mosars Olyphant & Co., with which firm 
he (Mr Hayllar) had nothing todo. The 
money, he proceeded, was paid in in Mr 
Pim’s bankraptcy, and practically ho was 
the ownerof this money. It might or might 
not be Olyphant & Co.’s money. Mr Pim 
did not pretend to have any personal in- 
terest in t'1e money, one way nor another. 
He had only takon these steps, hu having 
paid it into the Court, to place the Court 
in possession of the facts of tho case so 
that the money might be paid out to the 
proper persons, 

The Attorney General was called upon 
to open hiscass. fe said this motion was 
more by way of appeal from s judgment by 
Mr Juatlee Snowden— 

The Puisne Judge; I don’t think you 
have any appeal. I am afraid not. We 
have discussed that question before, You 
may call it a re-hearing, 

The Ohief Justices: And you havo now 


the motion, Ifthe motion nh ha one 


that stands in the way, that is, these Lnoci- 
piont papers in bankruptcy, be annulled. 

The Attorney General agreed with his 
Lordship. Ho was about to explaiu that 
this was more of tho uatore of a further 
hearlog. It bad been pointed out to the 
judgment by Mr Justice Snowden, that the 
Bank’s proper course, in order to meet the 
difficulty arising from the petition of Mr 
Pim in name of the firm, and tbe petition on 
his own behalf being etill on the file, and 
not farmally dealt with, would be to get 
them ont of the way. Ae to what had boon 
said, as to jurisdiction of the Court embra- 
cing the applicant’s property the moment 
h‘a petition was filed, he submitted that was 
not preolsoly the way in which, nor the 
stage at which the Court of Bankruptoy, 
which was a purely statutory one, had 
jurisdiction conferred on it over the appli- 
cant’s property, and. was enabled to deal 
with ition certain ways Thore were sections 
of the ordinance other than 31, on which 
his Lordship Mr Justios Snowden zelied, 
by which the strictest conditions were 
laid down as to what waa necessary 
before the property of the applicant was 
vested in the Court for the benefit of the 
creditors. Jt was only when adjudicatton 
was made that the goods of the bankript 
vested in the official assignoe, and from that 
time only that they were at the disposal of 
tbe oreditora, There waa no power in tbe 
Court to take posseasion of anything be- 
longing to any man, who it was anticipated 
would be made a bankrupt. By the new 
Bankruptey Bil it was proposed te re- 
enact the privilege that previously existed, 
bub doos not stand as the law is at present, 

cbr certain 
special olrcumstances to make an order, on 
the application, subject to confirmation on 
adjudication. But no authority ia the or- 
dinance empowered the Court to accept 
mouey brought to them as this was. ‘The 
partnership petition proceedings, he con- 
tinued, were bad from the beginning ; no 
partner had the right to make bia firm 
bankrupt; they mu-tall join. On this point 
he quoted authorities. These proceedings 
must be annulled, and the Court was in this 
position, —-with $16,832 in its hands which 
the Oriental Bunk asked to be handed over 
to it asa priority judgment credilor. He 
would take the matter of the firm's petition 
as having boon dealt with and come to the 
personal petition of Me Pim. He sub- 
mitted that Mr Pim had no right to pay 
money into the Court at that stage of bis 
bankroptcy; the Court had no right to 
recelve ; the proceeding could not be re- 
coguised because he-had not complied with 
various conditions which the statate laid 
down. ~He had not filed within thres da 
6 full and complete statement of his liabili- 
ties and assets, as required by the law. 
And the three days having expired without 
his having avy special extansion of time 
allowed to him by the Court for apeclal 
reasons, tha whole proceedings fell to the 
ground. : 

Mr Hoayllar explained that in this oase 
the difficulties of getting a fall and com- 
plete acoonnt were almost insurmount- 
able. ‘The case need not necessarily fall 
tothe ground although these particulars 
were not then forthcoming. The ordinance 
gave ample powers to the Judges to let the 
Tantter stand over for a reasonable length 
of time under the circumstances, The cir- 
cumstanoes were vory special in this case, 
as he had ona previous day informed the 
Court. Mr Pim was the only English part- 
nerin large American firm, and the proper- 
ty wasinAmerics, Bankruptcy proceedings 
were going on there, aud Mr Pim was only 
waiting to bring to this Court the fuli and 
complete account which anybody could 
understand it took some time for one out 
here to secure, The Court un the filing of 
this petition was’ entitled to possess Mr 
Pim’s goods.

Considerable discussion rose on thia 
document, this being the only time the 
phrase ‘adjourned sine die’ ocours in con- 
nection with Mr Pim’s application, 

The Chief Justice sald the Court conld 
not accept the statement of anybody; thia 
was not given o1 oath, everything must bs 
proved. 

Me Hayllar said the Oonrt must surely 
accept this statement which coucerned a 
matter which must have been within Mr 
Planket’s personal knowledge. 

Much ttmo was spent over the question 
Was the $15,382 paid in by Mr Pla in the 
firm’s Bankruptcy or in his own? The 
Judges and Mr Justica Snewden’s order 
decided this matter; it was pail in as 
money belonging to the firm of Olyphant 
& Co., deposited on bebalf of himself, and 
the other partners, for the creditors of the 
sald firm or such other person or persons 
ag may be found entitled to it. 

The Attorney General sald, ho did not 
see the hardship to Mr Pim of his petition 
being dismissed to which his learned friend 
alluded. [fhe was in a position to perfect 
his accounts now he was in oa goed a pssi- 
tion to file a new petition and prcceed on it 
1 as to proceed with this one if It raslly 
were anything that c uld be gone on with. 

Mr Hayllar: With no agsets, 

Tho Attorney ‘General : That is just it ; 
{tig tho firm, The Attorney General sum- 
mod up his argumont that there was no 
bankruptcy agat st the firm, that the Court 
was {n possession of tbis money which be- 
longed to the firm; the Bank were judg- 
ment creditors of the firm, and were, he 
submitted enfitled to the fund, tho Court 
having no ppwer to apportion it In any 
apocial or pecttliar manner under any pro- 
vision of Bankruptcy ordinance. Mr 

possibly do what tho ordi- 
nance required of him to secure adjadica- 
i kKrupt. He could not give 
them bis liabjlities and assete full and clear. 
The petitiong were virtually dismiasod al- 
ready, no application for extention of times 
baving been made within the throc days ; 
wr Pim had no more right to come to this 
Court and aek it to take care of his money, 
and to keep it from h’s creditors than be 
had to go to the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank with a request of the kind. 

Ta roply, Mr Hayllar confined himself to 
these two objections to the position taken 
up by bis learned friend. Either of these 
objectiona was fatal to the position that 
bad been assumed. First, the Orléntal 
Bank had no status whatever in Bankruptey 
in thisoase. The question had been fully 
argued, and Mr Justice Snowden had 
alreay decided the point, ‘If he was 
right in oalling tbis an incipient baokeapt- 
oy,” Mr Justice Saowdea suid, ‘* then this 
money was paid into the Court under these 
proceedings to be paid out to those to whomit 
properly belonged. Sut he found that the 
Uriental Bank had no locus standi in the 
Coart of Ba inthis _mattter; thay 


Mr Hayliar dppearad for Mr Pim, and he 
said the Uriental Bank were not the proper 
persons to get the money. 

In reply to the Chief Juatice, the Attor- 
ney General said the Bank would not ob- 
ject to paying Mr Pim’s oosta in this casaif 
the money were paid to them. Hoe with- 
drew also that portion of the motion pray- 
ing tor tho proceedings in Bankruptcy 
Mr Pim’s own petition being cancelled. 

Thos hiof Justice asking if he wasprepared 
for the Bank to give a Bond to the Court 
that in the event of any prccoeding eatad- 
lishing over these proceedings a prior right 
to the fund, the money would be repaid as 
the Court might dtréct, with interest, the 
learned Attorney General agreed also to 
this. 

Mr Hayllae pointing out the whole ez- 
penees of getting this mouey in, for which 
not one cent had been deducted, were 
quite outaide the costs of thia suit, 

The Chief Justice reoommended Mr Hayl- 
lar to pload rather to the Justice of the 
Bank than to the Law of the case, 

Mr Justice Snowden sald Mr Pim had 
behaved admirably and deserved all ho 
could get. . 

The Attorney General, at the call of his 
Lordship, then formally submitted to the 
jurisdiction of the Court in all matters in 
this’ it, and 

The Chief Jussice stated jadgment would 
bo given as noon as possible. The caso was 
one that would require some consideration.

The evidence of tho scoountant of the shop 
where tho larcony was alleged to have been 
committed, which was taken yesterday, was 
read cver and explained to the prisoner.

L.—Mouoy Orders are exchanged with 
the United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
Queensland, South Australia and Port 
Darwin, the Straita Settlements, Western 
Australia, and (except at Shanghai) with 
the Jopanese Empire. Hongkong also 
issues ordors on Shangbal, and vice versa. 


2 —Small sums may be remitted betwoen 
the other Ports by “means of Postage

3.—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at the smaller Ports in this way. 
An application for an order* is filled up, 
apd is enclosed with a stamped, directed, 
and unsealed envelope to the Postmaster at 
the nearost issuing office, The application 
must be accompanied with the full amount 
(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or othor equivalent of ossh, aud a 
little margin should be left-for variations 
of exchango. Tho Postmaster issues the 
order, eends it on in the envelope, aud 
returns the change, if any, by first oppor- 
tunity, with a receipt for the letter, if it 
were to be registered, as it always ehould 
be. Care should be taken to send these 
applications in time, as the Money Order 
Offices close some hours before the depar- 
tures of the mails, 

4.—No order must exceed £10,or $50, 
or iuclude auy fraction of a penny, nor will 
more than two such orders be issued to tho 
same ferson, in favour of the same payee, 
by the same mail.
